New York, May 5. — Tho Tribune yes- 
torday expressed the opinion that a panio 
hus beon developed among the members of 
the old Villard combination in the Northern 
Pacific Railway. Tho present direction, it 
is aiid, charges that the old management 
was tainted with fraud. Henry Villard 
was tho first of tho old board to place tho 
ocean botiveon himself and the courts, whilo 
Charles L. Colby, who left on tho Teutonic, 
was tho last to loave. Testimony is now 
being taken by tho maater in chancery iu 
Chicago in tho Northern Pacific litigation, 
and to avoid this tho persons reforred to 
have, it is said, left tho country. Tho real 
purpose of tho present management of tho 
road is, it is suid, to secure a review in court 
of tho proceedings of Henry Villard, Cht-rles 
L. Colby, Colgate Hoyt and other men in 
tho conduct of affairs. Tho abBenco of 
Colby, Villard and Wegg is much regretted 
by the pluintifls in tho proceedings, and it 
is aaid when the hearingB in thiB city begin 
next Wednesday, unless thero is a dearth of 
witnesses owing to the abaenco of tho persons 
subpoenaed thero is a prospect of sensational 
testimony. To-day tho 4 Tribuno remarks that 
the progress of proceedings begun by the 
preaeut management has b;on attended by 
significant movements among tho Chicago 
and In. P, stockholders. Tho annual meet- 
ing of the company hold on March 1, accord- 
ing to the regulations of tho company, was 
thiB year adjourned to April 1. Soon after- 
wards Judgo Jenkins, of the Wisconsin 
court, which has tho N. P. under its juris- 
diction, granted authority for taking testi- 
mony in the proceedings for tho removal of 
Thoma* F. Oakes as recoivor, proceedings 
intended to reach Henry Villard, C. L. Col- 
by, Edwin H. Abbott, Colgate Hoyt, and 
othors concerned in the N. P. management. 
After this a meeting of tho Chicago and N. 

stockholders was held on April 
10, and Mr. Wegg retired as pre- 
sident and Henry S. lioutello aa sec- 
retary. Mr. Wegg nailed for Europe, 
and Mr. Boutello, whilo still in tho count: y, 
ould not bo found when the plaintiff tried 
to Eervo a subpoena a short time ago. These 
chaugeB in the management of tho Chicago 
and N. P. R. R. were all follovvod by the 
necessity of one of tho receivers appealing 
to tho Wisconsin court to secure access to 
tho hooks, papers and documents withheld 
by William Nolson Cromwell, counsel for 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific. Tho 
Btoekholdeis took possession of tho property 
after tho company had been placed in the 
hands of receivers in August, and have 
n struggling ever since to obtain some 
voice in tho management, as directed by the 
court. If tbe present managers can win their 
suit against tho former directors, they will 
be able to recover property worth millions 
of dollars. The present managers, who are 
seeking a restoration of fuuda alleged to 
have been improperly diverted, have offerod 
no plan of reconstruction and will not do so 
until they know whether the courrs will 
confirm tho past records of the Villard in- 
terests. The N. P. people havo juotput iu 
evidence before the Master in Chancery, 
who is now taking testimony in the pend- 
prooeedinea, a letter which was Btmt 
by David S. Wegg, counsel of the North- 
cm Pacific, from New York to Henry 
S. Boutello in Chicago, dated March 3, 1890, 
telling a story of tho preparations made a 
mouth before the lease of the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific to the Northern Pacific 
The instructions contained were to have tho 
Chicago and Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany organized immediately, tho stock to be 
subscribed one share each by dummies, aud 
the entire balance subscribed by a dummy 
to bo held for the benefit of a company to be 
lelivered into tho treasury of the company. 
Mr. Routelle was to select a board of direc- 
nono of them directors of tho C. and 
W. 15. and S. C, or C. H. and B , although 
the same directors might bo in tho last three 
compinieH. Henry S. Hawley waa to be 
[e president of tho company. Mr. liou- 
tello was to olect himself sectrotary, John 
Tonney, of Philadelphia, to be treasurer, 
tho other three directors to he men on whom 
Mr. Boutello could rely. Tho loiter con- 
tained further instructions as to how the 
combination should bo eti'ected and the traua- 
fer of titleo made.

Damaging Revelations at the Trial 
ot the Directors of the Banco 
Romani. 



The Authorities Forced by the Gov 
eminent to Do What Wrecked 
That Institution. 



Rome, May 5.— At the trial of tho direc- 
tors and officers of tho Banco Romani 
Signor Ianlongo, ox-governor of tho bank, 
tostified that when he took tho direction of 
the bank, Minister Sella prevented 
his learning the condition of the 
funds of the institution whose 
capital had boon exhausted prior to 180G. 
Ministers Magliani and de Pretise, ho said, 
compelled him in 18S1 to, co-operate with 
tho Government in rciaing the prico 
of rentes above 101 in order to 
facilitate tho conversion of the debt 
into a 4 per corit. Ho was sworn to 
secrecy by tho government, and the opera- 
tions were not ontered on tho bank's books. 
The operations involved a loss of nenrly 
$3,600,000 between 1SS1 and 18S9, apart from 
interest. When ho was arrested ho 
roto to Premier Giolitti in regard to the 
matter, but received no answer. Docu- 
ments confirming his statements, ho said, 
would ho found in hia hoUBe. 



ANTWERP'S EXHIBITION. 



Formal Opening- of Belgium's Great 
International Display— Some of 
the Features. 



Several Specially Interesting and 
Important Exhibits— Upwards of 
Forty Thousand Visitors. 



ANTWERP, May 5.— The World's exhi- 
bition was formally opened here at 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon by tho King and 
^ucon of the Belgians. Tho weather was 
lightful ; tho display of troops and 
gorgeous official costumes was magnificent, 
and the booming of cannon filled tho air. Tho 
burgomaster and members of the city council 
of Brussels were not present, as owing to tho 
rivalry existing between tho capital city and 
Antwerp those officials had not been iuvit- 
d. Count do Pret, president of the execu- 
ive couuoil of tho exposition, delivered an 
ddreSB, welcoming tho king and queen to 
tho largest exhibition ever held at Antwerp. 
King Leopold replied briefly, compliment- 
"ng the authorities of the exhibition on the 
completeness of their work. Minister de 
Bruyn alHO spoko on behalf of tho govern- 
ment. 

Aftorwards a cantata composed by Benoit 
waa aung by a choir of 1,000 voicos. King 
Leopold visited only a sniull part of tho ex- 
hibition, tho greater part of the exhibits 
not yet being in their places and, ia fact, 
tho greater part of tho exhibition not being 
ready for visitors, Tho fonturoB of tho ex- 
hibition aro e. reproduction of old Antwerp 
iu the 16th century, and tho Congo, Inter- 
national and Marine sectiona, all of which 
posaesB marvellous exhibits. Tho Belgian 
section is tho largest; Franco, Germany, 
Great Britain, India, tho United States 
and Italy coining next in tho order named. 
An extensive Bpaco'is sot apart for side at- 
tractions from Eastern countries. Among 
tho many distinguished persons present at 
tho opening wero the Royal family, tho 
Countesa of Flanders, Princo von Hohon- 
zollern and mombors of tho ministry. Up- 
wards of 10,000 peoplo wero present at the 
oponing.

ports, Germany and the United StateB, 33 
per cant, each ; England, 13 per cont. and 
France 6 per cent. Exports, United States, 
L'G per cent. ; France, 14 per cent. ; Eng- 
land 10 por cent., aud Germany 15 per cent. 
The Times Bays : "So fur aa wo can soe 
tho poBitionB of tho leading countries are 
pretty much the same us they were in 1885, 
allowing for tho fact tbat certain minor 
countries like Japan have developed unex- 
pected business energy. As tho exports of 
tho United States are largely of articles wo 
do not produce, tho importance of their 
rapid increase ia not much to us." 

The Sun states that Sir William Harcourt 
will not return to Parliament after the next 
oleotionB. The son of tho Britioh finance 
minister says thia statement is entirely un- 
authorized. 

Princo Bismarck, according to a Hamburg 
dispatch, when speaking to tho Holstein 
veterans declared that ho had remained in 
office a decado longer than he wished, and 
nothing could induce him to return to publio 
life. 

Samuol Smith, Liberal, Flintshire, moved 
iu the Houso of Commons last night, that 
it is desirable that a standard par exohange 
botween silver and gold be established by 
international agreement. While Edmund 
Vesey Knox, anti-Parnellite, for Woatj 
Cavan, was speaking iu favor of the motion, 
the house was counted out. 

A motion offerod by Sir Wilfrid Lawson 
in the Houso of Commons, thit t heroafter 
tho bestowal of titles and other honors by 
tho Queen should bo uccompunied with a 
statement of tho Bervicea rewarded, was op- 
posed by Sir Vernon Harcourt as inadvis- 
able and was defeated. 

The Government of Madagascar has issued 
a decree that Bilvor without a gold guaran- 
tee is no longer acceptable at face value. 

A petition is being circulated in the 
metropolis and receiving thousands of 
signatures against tho practice of having 
drinkB served by barmaids. 

Farnari, the Italian Anarahist, has beon 
aenteuced to twenty years at hard labor, 
and his companion Polti to ten years. 

Baron Kuehlerna, director of a travelling 
circuB, hae baen arrested at Munich, charged 
with trampling his sister almost to death, 
seriously stabbing his wife, a number of 
other persons, and five ponies. 

Tho Pope's coming enoyclical appeals to 
Christians of all creeds to preeervo peace 
and strive for unity.

THE FATHERLAND. 

Intenso Antagonism Jletwcen the Social 
Democrats and Avowed Anarchists— 
The Kaiser's Movements. 

Berlin, May 5.— The Social Democrats 
havo been at some trouble to suppress the 
news of a May,-day incident which illus- 
trated the intense hatrod felt toward them 
by the so-called Independents and the 
avowed Anarchiats. A crowd of Independ- 
ents and Anarchists who had nwt in the 
Sohadow straase and had been diuparaed by 
the police, straggled into the Spittal market 
on May day. There they mof Depu- 
ty Paul Singer. Thoy at once Burrounded 
him, jostled and jeered him. Although 
Singer recognized iu the crowd some of his 
former adhoronta, he mr.de no gesture of 
recognition. After ho had been shaken ho 
waa rescued by the police and was accom- 
panied by them to his homo. Tho incident 
showed plainly that the line has been druwn 
among the Socialists between their riotous 
aud orderly members. After Singer had been 
escorted from the market tho polieo took 
advantage of the demonstration to block all 
near by streets, forming along the Loip- 
Btiger straase and driving everybody — 
riotorB as well aa orderly citizens — into a 
Bide etreot. PaBtor Schall, a Conservative 
deputy who railed at the Socialists all tho 
session iu the Reichstag, became frightened 
at hia own temerity when May day came, 
and demanded that the police protect his 
person and his houso in Cladow on May 1 
against tho attacks which ho imagined the 
Socialists had planned to make. His do- 
mand caused general hilarity, aa Schall has 
long boon regarded by tho Socialiats aa a 
harmless and ridiculous crank. Tho police 
reluctantly sent tho paator a special guard 
of throe men, who paced the street before hiB 
houso all day, whilo tho crowd looked on 
und jeered them. 

Attor tho Emperor's roturn to Potsdam ho 
bogan military inspections, attended a 
parndo of tho Foot Guards and in a Bpeech 
reminded tho mon that the day was tho 
annivorsary of tho battle of Grosa-Gorsohon. 
Ho headed tho rogiment in tho march baok 
to Potsdam and took luncheon with tho 
officers. Tho roviows whioh tho Emperor 
has planned will last seven weeks. At tho 
end of that period he will go for his holi- 
days in Norway and hia usual voyage to tho 
North Capo. Tho Czar will visit Potsdam 
early in October whilo on his way homo 
from his annual holidays in Copenhagen. •

Meeting of Friends of the Administra- 
tion at Nelnnu-G. 0. Buchanan, 
Uoveruineut Candidate. 

Nelson, May 1.— (Speoiul)— All the indi- 
cations show that tho South riding of West 
Kootenay will elect a government momber. 
Tho opposition faction, who have boen hard 
at vrork for soveral months, have boon com- 
pletely outgeneralled, and, from this timo 
on, must tight a losing battlo. Their tactics 
of sotting rues against race, and town aguinBt 
town, and publishing libels, falsities and 
misrepresentations, with coaiBO abuse of in- 
dependent, patriorio men, have not helped 
them with a right- minded, intolligout elec- 
torate. The sense of tho community is that 
tho government represents a powerful, 
united, successful party in the provinco, an 1 
the opposition a loadurleBS, shrunken and 
obstructive faction. 

In the present circumstances of tho riding, 
there are naturally inuny sharply separated 
groups 01 pjpulation, which it is difficult to 
get together for a common purpose. The 
government h<is not interfered, and does 
not proj. hb to interfere in any way, with 
the free notion of tho electors, Rut its locul 
supporters, comprising able taotioians, have 
played, so far, a watching and waiting 
gune, andhavo at last succoedod in get- 
ting the majority iu important centres to 
agree upon a thoroughly respectable candidate 
in the person of Mr. (.1. O. Buchanan, J. P., 
who is a woll informed man and a good 
speaker. Hi' is a sawmill owner at Kaslo. 
The opposition candidate is Mr J. F. 
Hume, a Nelson storekeeper, personally 
respectable and of amiable manners, but 
Weak, ill-informed and unable to uddress 
tie public with any effect. His support is 
axong those who personally like him ,>nd 
among the factionist " kickers " who 
propose to make use of him in the 
hope of overthrowing tho government. 

The Nelson election committee of govern- 
ment supporters met for tho first time to- 
day, tho idea being that about a dozen 
might be present to talk over questions of 
organization, and so a small room was taken 
for the purpose. Staunch government men 
to the number of seventy or eighty, how- 
ever, appeared, and the meeting assumed 
necessarily a broader character. A com- 
munication signed by sixty-two leading citi- 
zens of Kaslo was rend, and it was determin- 
ed to proceed to important business, tho 
main reBult being embodied in the following 
resolutions : 

1. That the present government has been 
vigorous and progressive in Provincial af- 
fairs, and has done well for this riding gen- 
erally, in tho past. 

2 That for this reason, and, as represent- 
ing a powerful, united party, the govern- 
ment should reccivo support in the coming 
general election. 

3 That steps should ho takon to secure 
an acceptable candidate for this riding, who 
shall support tho government. 

4. That suoh candidate should be a cap- 
able resident of the riding, willing if 
elected to consult his constituents generally 
on important matters, and that his place of 
birth, or place of local residence in the rid- 
ing, is in. material. 

5. That (Jr. O Buchanan, Esq., J. P,, is a, 
fit and proper candidate to be recommended 
to the electorate. 

Such is the state of matters at present. 
No doubt tho majorities in Nelson und 
Kaslo on the government eido will bo sup- 
plemented very generally in other places, 
and Mr. Buchanan will bo returned. Very 
strong men on the government side have 
patriotic4lly withdrawn their claims to bo 
considered as candidates, in order to eusuro 
a triumph, and the tight will now go 
bravely on, 



Marine movements. 

The " BawnmoreV First Trip us an Oil Car- 
rier— Passengers Hither Bound From 
San Francisco. 

Tho steamship Bawnmoro, which first 
came to thin coast with a general cargo from 
England for Victoria, uud which, after 
being engaged iu the cok.1 trade between 
Nanaimo and California, was fitted out in 
San Francisco with tank compartments far 
carrying oil from Tarala Bay to the Bay 
City, arrived at the latter place with her 
first cargo on Monday last. When tho 
Bawnmoro reached her destination on the 
downward trip it was found that the water 
was not deep enough to permit the steamer 
to tio up alongside of tho wharf, and conse- 
quently it was found necessary to ex- 
tend tho connection with the pipe line, 
which runs six miles to the wells. 
Thero are forty nine wells and their output 
is about 30,000 barrels a day, the greater 
proportion ot which is shipped down to 
Callao, where it is burned on nearly all rail- 
roads. The Bawnmore's load amounts to a 
little lesi than '20,000 barrels, and its effect 
on the upward trip was carefully noted. 
The Bteamer was very steady in heavy seus, 
but her odd cargo kept her back ft little. 
The steamer, after making another 
round trip, will be fitted out with burners 
to consume petroleum. Thero are altogether 
fourteen tanks for carrying oil. One 
travorso bulkhead runs fore and aft, 
while tho other bulkheads are built 
athwartshlp. Eight tanks are for- 
ward of tho engines, and at tho after end 
of the ship there are six, threo on oaoh side. 
Tho oil is all carriod below the water level, 
and thero is every possible precaution 
against accident. All danger of heating 
from contact with engines and boilers is 
obviated by two bulkheads, placed about 
two feet: apart. Being built at ouch end of 
tho engine compartment, tho bulkheads 
form a ooffer dam, which is always kept full 
of water when tho vessel is loaded. Accord- 
ing to the charter it cost §4 20 a ton to 
bring tho oil ts San Francisco, or as it has 
boen calculated, the freight bill is 811,200 
for currying 800,000 gallons of oil. 

HEAVY MACHINERY SHIPMENT. 

Tho greater portion of tho machinery 
taken from tho wrecked San Pedro, which 
has boon undergoing a process of cleansing 
and overhauling on tho outer wharf, under 
Capt. Lachlan'a supervision, was yoalorday 
placed on board tho steamship Al-ki for 
shipment to Sun Francisco. This Halvago 
consists of sovoral large anchors, stoain 
winches, pumps, pipes, etc., which whon 
loaded on tho steamer materially augment- 
od tho cargo which sho had previously taken 
in the lino of grain from tho Sound.

MISTAKEN A h'AIX. 

Tho organ of the Opposition in this city 
has a quoer way of jumping at conclusions. 
Referring to tho correspondence which we 
published yesterday with respect to Mr. 
Brown's retirement, it declares that the 
Colonist convicted itself ef dishonesty when 
it endeavored to shoiv that the circular 
written moro than a year ago was tho cause 
of Mr. Brown's retirement. Wo would like 
to know where the " dishonoaty " comes in. 
When the Premier and his colleagues and 
political friends wero being accused by the 
Opposition organa of procuring Mr. Brown's 
retirement, we wero told of the circular. 
Wo mentioned tho fuot of its exist- 
ence at tho time, and afterwards 
wo published tho circular itself. Our 
readers then knew as much about that cir- 
cular as wo did, and they, like Mr. Brown, 
and everyone else, wero in a position to 
draw their own conclusions from it. We 
bolievcd then, and wo beliovo now, that it 
should have been taken by Mr. Brown as 
an intimation that he would not be allowed 
, to servo two maslers after the then term of 
tho Legislative Assembly had expired. But 
it appears that Mr. Brown did not take tho 
gentle but very significant hint that was 
then given bin). He, liko the gentleman 
we read about, waited until he got a broader 
hint. That, owing to tho courtesy and the 
kindliness of tho Postmaster General, did 
not come in tho ahapo of a "kick," 
but we ate pretty suro that if Mr. 
Brown hud had some men to 
deal with, the second intimation would 
havo been that bis services were no longer 
recjiirto" by the Post Office Department. It 
in evident that having issued the circular in 
February, 1S9;!, the only course left to the 
Postmaster-General was, when the term of 
the Legislature hud expirod, to tell Mr. 
Brown in plain terms ho must either 
abandon po!it:cB or leavo tho post ollico. 
This was tho ground wo took, and this was 
exactly what happened. 

It is evident that neither the Times no r 
Mr. Brown has any idea of what " a parity 
of reasoning " means, They cannot see that 
if the Poilmastcr-General saw that an 
official of his department could not be al- 
lowed to hold the office of mayor or even 
school trustee in a corporate town, it would 
bj impossible for him to permit a post- 
master to be a mem be- ot a Provincial 
Legislature. Tho reasoning that led him to 
the conclusion that it was not right or ex- 
pedient t.o permit a postmaster to bo a city 
school trustee would compel him to prevent 
a postmaster being a member of the LegtBla 
tive Assembly. The man, whether he bo 
postmaster or journalist, who cauuot see 
thiB muit be either hopelessly obtuso or 
wilfully blind. 

MAKING 'bELIWE? 

Our Mainland Opposition contemporaries 
affect to be amused at tho candidature of 
Mr. Curtis for tho Westminster seat in the 
Legislative Assembly. Their smiles, how- 
ever, appear to bo somewhat forced and their 
laugh has a hollow ring. Wo would not bo 
greatly surprisctl to find that there is just a 
little consternation behind their ostentatious 
professions of gratification because the sup- 
porters of the Government havo choson bo 
capable and so popular a man to contest tho 
cityof Westminster. They protest just alittlo 
too muoh. Tho impartial reader of tho arti- 
cles in tho Advertiser and tho Columbian 
will bo led by thoir very exuberanoe to 
doubt tho sincerity of tho mon who wrote 
them. 

It was liko tho Nowa-Advortiser to ox- 
prosa its conviction at tho beginning of 
the article that the contest in West- 
minster would not bo allowed to de- 
generate into anything like "blackguard- 
ism," and at ita cIoho to allude to tho Gov- 
ernment candidates for Vuncouvor in tho 
most blackguardly way. Tho News- Adver- 
tiser is noted for ita hypoorisy and it in also 
noted for its inability to act out tho charac- 
ter it assumes. No matter how saintly the 
garb it puta on for tho moment may bo, it ia 
aure before long to show tho cloven foot. It 
begins the article under roviow, in tho 
mildoBt manner and with a smirk intended 
to convoy tho idea that it is pleased; and it 
onda with a scowl uocompaniod by a coarse 
and offensive remark which no one would 
think of uttering in decent socioty. 



THE SIB BRIAN PACIFIC. 

The Siberian Paoifla Railway ia, it is ad- 
mitted, sure to bo constructed. The route 
is survoyed and the cost estimated. It ia to 
be a Government work. It will no doubt 
do muoh for tho commerce of Russia, but 
this is with the Czar a Bocondary considera- 
tion. Ho looks at it from a national and 
from a military point of viow. The road 
when constructed will bring the frontiers 
of India and Chida, as well as tho shores of 
tho Pacifio ocean, much nearer to St. Peters- 
burg than thoy now are. When this groat 
road is once in operation it will bo 
comparatively easy to transport troops to 
any part of Asia whoro they aro 
likely to be required, und immense ureas in 
tho interior of tho continent that aro now 
unavailable for almost any usoful purpose 
can bo mado to contribute to tho support of 
the armiea which tho Russian Government 
may see fit to send to tho interior and east 
of Asia, 

Tho country that this groat railway, 
whioh is to be nearly threo thousand miluB 
long, will open up ia said to bo almost equal 
in area to tho whole of Central Europe, 
Germany, Austro Hungary, Holland, Bel 
gium and Denmark. A largo 'proportion of 
thiB immense region ia no doubt good agri 
cultural aud pastoral land, and ita mineral 
resourcos aro vast and varied. It ia 
traversed by great rivers, tho Obi, tho 
Yenesi, tho Amur and tho Lena. It is 
therefore difficult to overestimate tho valuo 
of thia great transcontinental railroad to 
Russia. Its construction will coat an 
immense cum of money, and Russia has not 
much cath to sparo. But when tho time 
comes its Government will, no doubt, find 
monoy enough to build a railroad which in 
every way will bo of such great advantago 
to the Empire. It is estimated that it will 
take considerably over two hundred millions 
of dollars to build it, but it will be worth 
the money to Russia. 

Tho groat Siberian Pacific Railroad will 
make communication between Russia aud 
China much easier than it is at present, and 
it will also Btimulato its trade with Japan. 
Tho danger of tho invasion of Ind:a by 
Russia may bo increased by tho construc- 
tion of the road, but as the Russians havo 
extended thoir lines of railroad already in 
tho dirootion of tho Indian Empire, the 
construction of tho transcontinental road 
may not, therefore, vory greatly facilitate 
Ru-sian encroachment in that direction. 

A few y oars ago this vast under taking Would 
havo been regarded as the dream of u crack- 
brained enthusiast. But Canadian courage 
and Canadian enterprise on this continent 
havo proved it to be quite feasible. We do 
not think that the engineering difficulties 
of tho Siberian road are nearly so 
great as those which tho builders of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway had to meot, ond 
which they surmounted. Tho atrotch of 
roid north of Lake Superior und that across 
the Province of British Columbia, we ven- 
ture to say, contained moro and greater 
engineering difficulties than aro to be found 
un tho route of tho great Russian railway. 
It is not likely that tho powerful Govern- 
ment of Russia will be unable to do what 
was done rapidly and with comparative easo 
by a dependency of tho British Empire and 
u company of British capitalists. The build- 
ers of tho Canadian Pacific Railway showed 
the world what can be done by British 
pluck, British energy, and British intelli- 
gence, in tho way of railway construction, 
and we have no doubt that Russia in carry- 
ing out its great project will bo encouraged 
and assisted by their example. 



United States citizens as to permit Cana- 
dians to uudersell them in their own market. 
It has found out in some way that labor is 
50 per cont. cheaper in Canada than it ia 
in tho United States, and that land can bo 
had for much less on thiB Bide of the border 
than it can be obtained for on tho American 
aido. Wo think if our oontemporary made 
a few inquiries it would find that both 
labor and laud are quite as dear 
on tho Canadian aido of tho lino us thoy are 
on tho American. As regards land, we are 
continually boing told that ouo of tho rea- 
sons why British Columbia is not better set- 
tled ia that immigrants, finding that thoy 
can gat good land cheaper in Washington 
and Oregon than thoy can in British Colum- 
bia, give up tho idoa of buying farms on 
British territory and sottlo on Americon 
soil. Wo havo an idea that our contempor- 
ary has a good doul to learn about tho condi- 
tion of things in Canada. If, for inatanoo, it 
took the trouble to inquire, it would find 
that coal minora aro a good deal hotter paid 
in British Columbia than they are in Wash- 
ington or, indood, in any other Stato of tho 
Union. 

It will be ohsorved that tho Post- 
Intelligencer spurns the offer of reci- 
procity in farm products which Cana- 
dian Liberals cell ua tho United States 
is ready to extond to Canada, but ia kept 
from doin» so by tho trickery and wrong- 
headednesa of Canadian Tories. This is 
what the Post-Intolligencor says about that 
kind of reciprocity : 

Of courao, if tho American farmer cannot 
stand tho admission of Canadian farm pro- 
ducts, duty free, to the American markets, 
tho offer to admit his products duty free to 
the markets of Canada is liko an insult 
ottered to a captive by an Indian who bus 
already taken hia scalp and asks the help- 
leas captive why ho does not go out scalp 
hunting, too. 

There may. nevertheless, bo farmers in 
Washington Statu who wuuld bo very glad 
to seo agricultural products of ull kinds 
admitted iuto Canadian ports duty free. 

Wo truat that our contemporary will 
master its fears and moderato its grief. Tho 
Wilson bill is not the law of tho United 
States yot. And if tho Senators do mako 
up their minds to paBs it, it will bo found 
that ita operation will not altogether ruin 
tho farming und mining Industries of the 
State of Washington. It should borrow a 
little Canadian philosophy and observe with 
an even mind tho vagaries of politicians in 
Congress and out of it.

A TIMID A UIGHllOR. 

Although tho Americana are such great 
boasters, many of them are, in matters of 
trade, aa timid as sheep. The very shadow 
of competition raises tho fears of a very 
largo proportion of tho producers of tho 
United States. They tremble (figuratively) 
at tho idea of being obliged to compote in 
their own markot in either raw produota or 
manufactured articles with tho producers of 
Canada. Tho proapect of certain raw pro- 
ducta of Canada boing introduced into tho 
States duty freo frightena some of our 
neighbors almost into fits. They protest 
againBo the proposed concession hysterically. 
So narrow are they in thair notions of trade 
und so fearful aro they of competition, that 
wo wonder why they permit u free inter- 
change of commodities among themselves. 
How can California exiBt whon it has to 
compete on equal terms with Oregon, und 
why doea not Ohio keep out the products of 
Indiana and Pennsylvania by a high tariff! 

Tho prospect of tho Wilson Bill becoming 
law grieves tho heart and disturbs tho spirit 
of our clover contemporary, tho Seactlo 
Post-Intelligencer. It, with Senator Squire, 
bemoans tho fato of Washington State be- 
cause tho Wilson freo list will permit somo 
of tho products of British Columbia to enter 
that Stato without paying toll to the United 
States Custom Houso. It aayB : 

Senator Squiro in his recent speech in tho 
Sonato pointed out that if tho Wilson Hill 
became a law the industries of the S'ato of 
Washington would bo sacrificed to thoso of 
British Columbia, and among other thii-gs 
ho said freo lumbor means tho saorifioe of 
our lumbor interests to thoso of British 
Columbiu ; froo coal, even with tho Senate 
amendment, meano poverty for our miners ; 
froo iron means tho postponement of tho 
dovelopmout of magnificent deposits within 
our bordors ; freo wool means tho destruc- 
tion and abandonment of the sheep industry. 
Tho reduction on hops from 15 cents ptr 
pound to 2 per cent, ad valorem leaves our 
hop growers at tho mercy of foreign produoora. 

Thia ia horrible, but it ia not all tho com- 
plaint. The Post - Intelligencer doploroa 
in pathetic terms tho oaso of tho 
farmor, tho miner and tho lumber- 
man of Washington stato and other 
States whom tho wiokod Wilson will oompol 
to compete with tho cheap labor and cheap 
lands of Canada. It enumerates a number 
of articlos whioh tho Wilson turiff will allow 
to onter the States froo of duty, and won- 
ders how anyone could havo tho heart to 
inflict Buch grievoua und wanton injury on

The reward offered by tho government in 
tho caso of W. J. Moggridge of the Belle 
Mead farm, who was Bhot and wounded by 
masked robbers on tho .'10th of March laat, 
has been increased from $250 to §500. In- 
formants who may have been concerned in 
tho affuir not as principals, aro promised 
that thoy will ba recommended to executive 
clemency. 

Indian Agent Lomas held a meeting of 
the male members of the Songees tribe last 
night, in the reservation school house, to 
elect a council for the year and to consider 
various other matters of importance to tho 
band. Resolutions were passed devoting a 
portiou of the intorest on the funds now 
hold by tho Dominion government for them 
to the regular relief of tho aged, destitute 
or orphaned members of the tribe. Resolu- 
tions on other eubjecta were also adopted, to 
be forwarded to the Indian department at 
Ottawa. 

The Chinese passengers booked for thiB 
city by the Northern Puoifia liner Victoria 
escaped the usual attention to their personal 
cleanliness by tho city, and consequently 
were not taken to tho suspect station by tho 
health officer for fumigation purposes. Tho 
city evidontly considers that it would be 
just as well to Uko no chances in view of 
the cases now pending in the courts. At the 
same time, to avoid any possible ambiguity 
that may exist in the city health by-law, an 
amendment is to be introduced to-morrow 
at tho council meeting by Aid. Munn, de- 
fining very clearly tho powers of the health 
officer in the matter of diainfecting, purify- 
ing and detaining Orientals on suspicion of 
infection. 

Charles Sinclair wua charged in the 
police court yesterday with using threaten- 
ing langungo to A. J. McCrimmon of tho 
steam laundry. The trouble arose after 
Sinolair'a discharge from the laundry, and 
McCrimmon clainiH that Sinclair then 
threatened to break his head with a cane 
and to burn down tho laundry. Sinclair 
acknowledged using some particularly 
strong expressions, but denied that he had 
mado tho threats charged. Tho magistrate 
decided that there waa not any necessity to 
bind over tho defendant, and therefore dis- 
missed tho case. Mr. Aikman, who ap- 
peared for the defence, withdrew a counter 
chargo of assault against George McLeod, 
growing out of tho sumo trouble. 

YOUNG Willio Johnson was a happy boy 
when ho loft tho dock of tho Supremo Court 
room yesterday, after aonio kindly advico 
from Mr. Justice Drake. Ho had pleaded 
guilty on Friduy to attempted suicide and 
waB remanded till yestorday. HisLordahip 
pointed out to tho lad what an unfortunato 
position ho had brought himsolf to by his 
rash act. However, inquiry had shown 
that Johnson bore tho character of an 
honoat, hardworking and woll behaved lud, 
and his mother had promised to take chargo 
of him and place him under different sur- 
roundings. Under the circumstances, tho 
Court, having tho powor to lot him off with- 
out punishment, bound him over in the sum 
of $'.25 to come up for sentence when called 
up^n, and trusted that tho past would bo a 
sufiiciont lesson.

FIRES WELL HANDLED. 

The llrigftde Complimented for Care In a 
Dry Goods House— A Reckless 
China Boy. 

Johnny da little can 

Killed with keroHono— 
Poured a little in tho stove- 
Fire at Sixtoon. 
Gordon street, or words to that effect. 
Tho old combination of wet kindling, an 
impatient Chinese cook and a handy can of 
coal oil got in its deadly work at 1G Gordon 
atreot at about half-past 7 o'clock yestor- 
day ovening. Tho prompt arrival of tho de- 
partment and the good work of tho ohomical 
kept the building, a small wooden shack, 
Standing, but tho greater part of tho furni- 
turo and most of tho personal effects of the 
inmates figure in tho list of Iosso3. This 
will total about $1,000, of which Borne $300 
is on tho building itself. 

The crowd had scattered and tho hose was 
about reeled up when a wild eyed man ar- 
rived with tho information that another 
bla/.o had juat been discovered in tho aec- 
ond story of the dry goods establishment of 
J, Hutoheaon, Government street. 

Li a few miuutea tho crowd was gazing at 
a volume of amoke pouring out of the win- 
dowa of the Weatsido, and the chemical 
busily engaged in discouraging the cause, a 
smouldering pile of clothing. 

Tho cause of tho fire has not yofc been 
definitely located, but ia charged up to on 
electric j it, Mr. Muolure, the bookkeeper, 
statea that during tho ultornoon tho em- 
ployes of tho electric light conipuny fixed a 
jot and muat have loft it turned on, or do- 
fectivo in some way, and when tho power 
was started the jet fired u pile of jackets 
upon which it. had been left lyiDg. 

Mr. Campbell discovered the blaze on ro- 
turning from dinner, ami Mr, Maelure sent 
in the alarm and conductod the firomen to 
tho exact spot, bo that no time waa lost in 
getting down to work. 

Owing to the exoluaive use of tho chemi- 
cal, the damage done outnido of tho goodB 
actually burned was merely nominal. Tho 
store people aro loud in pruiso of tho skilful 
manner in which the fire was handled. Tho 
stock is of such a nature that an immediate 
estimate of the amount of damages ia of 
doubtful value, but it is placed at from 
§2,000 to $3,000, which amount is fully cov- 
ered by insurance in Boveral companies.

COLD STORAGE AT HAND. 



R. Dunsniuir & Sons Have Under- 
taken This Much Wished For 
Enterprise. 



It Will Make Traffic, Give Farmers a 
Market and Be Convenient 
for Citizens. 



Cold Btoroge warehouses of sufficient 
capacity to supply tho probable needs of 
Victoria for Borne time to como will bo in 
operation in tho courso of tho next fow 
months. Tho rumor aa to this enterprise 
published yestorday turned out to be cor- 
root, and during tho day the particulars of 
tho schomo were ascertained. I; is in tho 
hands of R. Dunsmuir & Sons, and will be 
managed by Henry Croft, M. P. P. Tho 
plans already prepared provido for tho con- 
version of tho atone warehouse adjoining tho 
Janion hotel into cold storage compart- 
ments ; the orders have been given for tho 
rofrigorating plant, and tho largo boilers to 
supply tho power aro already on hand, thoao 
from the Isabel being available for 
tho purpose. Thore will be ono 
sot of machinory kept constantly in roaorvo, 
so as to avoid danger from accidont, though 
this is a romoto contingency, for the ammo- 
nia briuo procoss which is to bo uaed allowa 
of atoppago of tho machinory for hours 
without any riak to the perishable goods. 

Tho situation for tho warehouse hua been 
woll ohoson, being convenient to both rail 
and water. That tho enterprise will bo of 
odvaiitago to citizens generally is vory 
apparent, this having beou mado plain dur- 
ing the discussion of a few months ago, 
when everyone favorod tho proposition but 
no ono could bo found prepared to back hia 
opinion with tho substantial amount of capi- 
tal which Dunsmuir !c Sons aro now putting 
in. They are convinced that having cold 
Storage facilities at Victoria will contribute 
materially to the freight carried bytheirgreat 
enterprises the E. & N. railway and the 
steamer lino to Comox, both of which aro 
expected to prove valuablo feodora. Hore- 
toforo tho farn.ors along the lino of tho rail- 
way have hesitated about sending their 
moats, dairy produce, fruits and other 
poriahablo stuff to Victoria, leat in tho 
abaouce of immediate demand it should have 
to bo sold at a sacrifice, or porhaps Bpoil 
boforo finding a buyer. For tho future thoy 
can grow and Bhip in confidence, not only 
that thoir produco will pass into tho con- 
sumers' hands iu primo condition, but that 
in caso of a temporary glut in the market it 
can bo kept until the most favorablo timo 
for Boiling. If the sheep ruising industry 
can be operated on the largo scalo which 
same of the ranchera believe possiblo, here 
will he found a good market to which to 
send the carcases. 

To Comox and other parta which now 
havo not tho advantago of daily train sor- 
vice, tho cold storogo at Victoria will bo of 
particular importance, and the problem of 
finding a regular market for tho products of 
that lino agricultural region will thua bo 
solvod. Tho fertile regions of the Fraaer 
valley and other oasily accessible portions of 
the Mainland aro also expected to bo largo 
feedera ot tho warehouse. Then of courao 
its space will ba in great demand for tho 
California fruit, and with tho diminished 
risk of spoiling tho price of thia and all 
other perishable articles brought to Vic- 
toria will no doubt bo so reduced aa to mako 
an appreciable difference to householdera. 
Victoria's share of the rich cargoes of steam- 
ore from Australia, the Fiji islands and 
Honolulu will no longer havo to bo taken 
up to Vancouvor to bo advantageously 
bandied. 

It ia a very important feature in connec- 
tion with thia enterprise that in addition to 
the roceiving facilities it will add to tho 
na'ural importance of Victoria as a dia- 
tributing centre, and will lead to tho 
establiahmotit hero of an industry now very 
profitably carried on on tho Mainland. This 
is tho fret zing and packing of fish for export 
to tho markets of Eastern Canada aa well as 
to those across the sea, naturally tributary 
to Victoria, for the splendid fiBh with which 
tho adjjiuing waters teem. It ia under- 
stood that deep-sea fishing will bo carried on 
on an extenaive bcuIo in connection with 
thia enterprise oa soon as tho wurehouBO is 
in good working order. 



CHINESE DEPORTATION. 



Why the Celestials Are Not to Be 
Returned on the Northern Pacilic 
Steamers. 



The Call at Victoria Affords 
Chauco of Escape— Some Re- 
cent Cases. 



According to tho Seattlo Telegraph, U.S. 
Commissioner C. I). Emery, of that city, 
mado an order on Thursday for tho deporta- 
tion of u Chinaman to China by way of San 
Francisco, enclosing with hia order to tho 
United States murahal tho following ex- 
planation : "For a long time tho U.S. gov- 
ernment deported Chinamen via Sun Fran- 
cisco, but for some mouths tliey havo boon 
sent to tho Flowery Kingdom iu tho North- 
ern Pacific SteumBhip Company's steam- 
ships, which leavo Taooma, ami which touch 
at Victoria, B.C., aftor leaving United 
Slates waters. Instead of tho Chinamen 
going to China in accordance with ordera of 
tho U.S. authorities, their friends at Vic- 
toria wait for tho atoamahip to arrive thero 
and as soon bb it does writa of habeas 
corpus are procured, and in nine cases out 
of ten tho prisoners aboard tho steamship 
aro given thoir liberty. " 

All thia seems to bo bused on tho fact 
that five Chinamen ordorod deported from 
tho United StatoB wero released from tho 
Northern Pacifio steamor Tacoma at thia 
port on April 4. When tho veaaol arrived 
hero friends of theao Chinamen had legal 
steps taken to bring them beforo tho courts, 
Mr. Thornton Fell was rotained to look 
after tho intercstB of three of thoBo China- 
men, and Mr. Dumbloton tho othor two. 
On an order from Mr. JuBtico Drake the 
captain was directed to produce the Chinese 
in court that afternoon, when he explained 
that thoy had beon put into hia handB by 
tho U. S. courts for deportation back to 
China. They wero, ho said, " involuntary 
passengers," which was evidontly the 
caae, aa they wero sccuroly looked 
up in a room aboard tho vessol 
till tho judge's ordor was obeyod. 
Naturally not being offenders againBt any 
Canadian law and as their poll tax was paid 
for thorn hero by friends, Juilgo Drake or- 
dorod their release from tho custody of thr 
captain of the Tuoomo. 

Collector Milno, when spoken to about tho 
matter yesterday, said these wore the only 
deported Chinamen who had taken out 
habeas corpus proceedings horo. Ho poiutod 



out at tho same timo that had th« Tacoma 
on her arrival hero in the fi,-sl. > lace from 
China, enterod her full complement of one 
Chinaman to 50 tona register she could not 
on her roturn to Victoria from tho Sound 
havo landed any more, aa it would have 
been under the law regarded not as a new 
voyage, but a continuation of tho one from 
China. Consequently if in such a case 
habeas corpus proceedings were taken out to 
laud Chinese, thoy would confl'ct with the 
Dominion immigration law and otherwise 
no order to land would likely bo granted by 
the courts. 

Mr. H. F. Connon, agent of tho Northern 
Pacifio ateuiners, whon shown tho Seattle 
item, pronounced the thing greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

"Thero were just five landed," he said, 
" and two of thorn only wore deported from 
tho United States — the others had been re- 
fused landing thero altogether. If wo had hud 
our full complement on tho inward trip, tho 
habeas corpus proceedinga would havo been 
of no avail. It just chanced that tho Taooma 
was a few short of hor limit that run."

1TE6TMINSTEB. 

New Westminster, May 5.— Mr. Jen- 
nings' plans for the proputed Fraaer river 
bridge have arrived. 

A report from up the river says Coquit- 
lam Charley and another Indian made an 
attempt to drown a Siw&sh belonging to 
Harrison river, who waa only saved by the 
assistance of friends. The cflicors are after 
tho guilty parties. 

Tho Yale Gold Dredging Co. have begun 
to build another larger and more powerful 
dredging machine, which will co t $30,000 
Tno dredger at Emory bay, four miles from 
Yale, ia reaping rich returns. 

Joe Lee, of StovcEton, ono of the oldest 
fishermen on tho river, was found dead in 
bed this morning at 3 o'clock. He retired 
at the uotiil hour last night, in good health 
and spirits. His wifo awakened at the hour 
named and was horror-struck to find her 
husband dead. The deceased was only 
married three weeks ago. Ho was 50 yearn 
of age. Heart disease is balieved to have 
been tho cause of death. 

The Municipal Council of Chilliwack are 
endeavoring to havo tho Chilliwack Rail- 
way Co. reduce tho rato of interest which 
tho municipality is asked to guarantee on 
the bonds of tho company. The proposition 
made by the company is that tho munici- 
pality guarantee interest at the rate of five 
por cent, for twenty-fivo years on bonejc o! 
tho railway to tho amount of §7,000 per 
milo. Tho Council foars that unless tho rate 
of interest asked is reduced the pioplo 
will not ratify tho by-law. 

SIDNEY. 

Sidney, May 5.— Ths Sidney mill is Bend- 
ing its first shipmont of lumber to Victoria. 

W. R. Armstrong haB been appointed a 
justico of tho peace for North Victoria 
Electoral District. Tho appointment is 
received with favor. 

Tho beau'.iful park adjoining tho railway 
station has been cleaned and gonerally im- 
proved, and a commodious platform erected 
thereon by tho railway company. 

A. G. Day has his large boat-house nearly 
complotod, and hia boats will arrive in a 
fow days. 

Trustees for the now Sidney school dis- 
trict will bo elected to day. 

O. H. Coyswell is erecting a fine dwelling 
house on his ncro plot, fronting on Beacon 
avonuo. 

J. T. Mcllmoylo, ono of tho delegates to 
tho annual grand lodge of the A. O. U. W., 
is going to the Mainland next wook to 
attend tho meeting.

There was a very largo attendance at the 
meeting of eupportera of tho government at 
tho central committee rooms, Vanoouvor, on 
Thursday night. Ex-Mayor Oppenheimer 
presided, and aB tho Premier entered the 
room ho was received with hoarty cheers. 
After tho chairman had warmly welcomed 
Hon. Mr. Davie, General Secrotary J. D. 
Byrno submitted a series of qucstiona of 
special importance to tho city of Vancouver, 
asking tho action of tho govornmont with 
respect to them. 

Hon. Mr. Duvie, who waa loudly cheered, 
referred to tho fact of tho meeting roprosont- 
ing all claaseB, saying all that he did aak and 
would ask was fair play. He know, ho con- 
tinued, that tho questions which wore agitat- 
ing the public mind only required elucidution 
to bring about the governmont'a vindication. 
Less than threo months ago tho opposition 
hud boasted that tho government dared not 
show its head in Vaucouvor, and, a year 
ago, that it was doomed to destruction, be- 
cjuko it dare not bring in a redistribution 
bill and livo. Never was there a more 
dumb lot of adversaries than they were 
when they found that the government would 
not only bring down a just and acceptable 
measure of redistribution, but waa able to 
carry ie through. Ha referred to tbo oilers 
made by the opposition to tho ropro- 
Betativea of the Islands, Alborni and 
Cariboo, that they would remain 
untouched if they would help defeat the 
government. Notwithstanding theso ob 
Btacles, however, iliu government had car 
ried out what it had said it waB preparod to 
do. Ic brought in a fair measure of distri 
bution, and the representatives of tho con- 
stituencies mentioned, he waB glad to say 
were loyal to tho best intereata of the prov- 
ince and voted for an honest bill. No ono 
could say that a just and reasonable moaB 
ure of redistribution had not been brought 
in. He felt very hopeful of government 
buccobs in tho coining contest. If good 
sound common Bensa were givon a chance to 
prevail, then tho government were safe. As 
in tho past, so in ihe future the government 
would bo found doaling fairly with the city 
of Vancouver. (Loud cheers. ) 

Having answered in detail tho several 
questions of local importance which were 
submitted to him, Hon. Mr. Davie went on 
to aay that it was duo to them and to him- 
self to arm thosoprcaent with thowoapons with 
which to meet tho atticksof those who wore 
going about misrepresenting tho govern- 
ment's policy and actions. As regards tho 
Nakusp & Slocan railway, for instance, to 
meet tho wishes (f muny who wished to 
study the matter pamphlets had been issued 
giving all tho faots. Tho government, he 
continued, in guaranteeing tho in- 
terest lis it had done would mako a 
Baviug in 25 years of moro than 5000,000 
over what it would havo coet to have 
guaranteed tho Interest alone on the original 
proposal of §25,000 a milo at -1 per cent, in- 
terest, but as against tho government's 
guarantee thcro had been put up SI IS, 0t)0 in 
cash, und tho government were co receive 
40 per cent, of tho gross of earnings of tho 
road, so that it is considered tho govern- 
ment would have nothing to pay. Ic was 
tho point of tho opposition to create con- 
fusion, and then, claiming that $17,500 wua 
moro than tho cost of the road, to ussert 
that there had been bnoriling and corruption. 

Tho Government asked why not havo a 
committee of inquiry; but the Opposition 
had declared it would only bo a white- 
wash. When the Government found that 
tho Opposition were not going to do any- 
thing thoy determined to tako the matter in 
hand and call for a Royal commission, bo 
that there would bo no excuse for saying 
that politica had anything to do with the 
investigation. This was a bomb shell 
tho Opposition camp. Their policy 
of confusion was worthless in face 
of a complete and impartial examina- 
tion. Their prinoiple gun was spiked, 
In regard to the public debt, Mr. Davio 
Baid that when the government to which Mr 
Beaven belonged wanted to raise $110,1)00 
thoy could find no ono to give it them. Mr. 
Do Cosmos, however, gut it from Sir James 
Douglas at S per oenr., getting himself 5 
per cent, for hia trouble. The next loan 
was got at 6 par cent. ; tho Smithe govern- 
ment raised money at 4J percent, und two 
yeara ago Hon. Mr. Turner, minister of 
finance, eclipsed all previous t (Torts by float- 
ing a loan at threo per cent, interest, the 
bonds selling at 83, equivalent to selling the 
bonds at nar carrying from 3J to 3J percent. 

Hon. Mr. Davie concluded : " Who had 
succeeded in bringing tho credit of the 
province to so high u pitch that it Brands 
now second among all colonial securities of 
tho world ° Not the opposition surely. On 
tho otln-r hand thoy have done all in their 
power to injure tho credit of the country 
Hnvo they unfolded anything that indicates 
that they intend to do any better? No, 
whatever semblance of a policy thoy havo 
indicates that they would do worse. The 
peoplo in this respect will do woll to stick 
to the bridge that hoa carried them over, 
Tho government havo done well in tho past 
and aro prepared to do even better in the 
future, and the pooplo will Bupport a fair 
otato of things rathor than seek to bring 
about a public calamity." 

Hon. Mr. Davio invited tho electors to 
visit tho committee rooms, saying a quantity 
of campaign literature had been prepared to 
meet tho uttacka of tho opposition mado in 
tho house, but they, finding thomeolveB 
beaton would probably, between now und 
elootion day, hatch up frosh ones and go on 
from time to timo aB thoir calumnies wore 
refuted. Ho concluded by expressing tho 
hope to meot thorn all again before long. 

Tho Premier's speech waB heartily ap- 
plauded during its delivery and when ho sat 
down Hon. Mr. Davio was enthusiastically 
cheered. 

On motion of ox-Aid. Costello, seconded 
by C. S. D luglas, u vote of thanks to the 
Premier for hiB able address was carried, tho 
entire audienco standing and cheering. 

Subsequent to this highly successful 
meeting, Hon. Mr. Davio being approached 
by tho chairman and vice-chairman of tho 
Central Committee on tho subject of tho 
mortgage tax, said that it was tho intention 
of tha Government to meot tho next houao 
with a revised system of taxation, ono of 
tho features of which would bo the repeal 



WESTMINSTER CONVENTION. 

Tho Premier on 3Ir. Brown's Retirement— Mr 
Curtis Ohosen As the Candidate of 
the Ministerialists. 

At the meeting of supporters of tho Min- 
isterial purty held in the central committeo 
rooms, Westminster, on Wednesday even- 
ing last, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
James Cunningham, us already reported in 
the Colonist, Mr. D S. Curtis was ohosen 
as tho party candidate f ,r tho representa- 
tion of New Westminster. 

Secrotary L^aniy read tho minuteB of tha 
last meeting, in tho course of which it waa 
stated that Beveral local men had been 
spoken of as prospective candidates, while 
there waB a Btrong doairo that Hon. Mr. 
Davio would consent to receive tho nomina- 
tion and be olected member for New West- 
minster city. 

Hon. Mr. Davio arose amidst loud ap- 
plause, und assured his hearers of his high 
appreciation of tho honor. Advances had 
first been mado to him some months Binco, 
and ho had at that timo been favorably dis- 
posed to tho nomination, with Mr. J. C. 
Brown for an opponent. But that gentle- 
man having since retired from provincial 
politica, he (Mr. Davie) felt that ho would 
not like to place himself in a position where 
opponents could say that he had become a 
candidate after his chief antagonist waa out 
of the way. Tho government had been 
blamed by tho opposition for tho retire- 
ment of Mr. Brown, but ho ould usaure 
all present that neither ho nor any of his 
colleagues had moved either directly or in- 
directly to bar Mr. Brown from tho legis- 
lature. They could very eusily have done 
so by adding u fow lines to tho eloction 
act, barring Dominion ollicials from soata 
in tho legislature, a rule that has long been 
in force in Ontario and Quobec, and no doubt 
all tho othor provinces. It win, on tho con- 
trary, a fact that tho members of the gov- 
ernment were well satisfied to have Mr. 
lirown continue in the homo, for they tmiat 
expect to havo an opposition to contoud 
with, und no opposition could bo weaker 
than that of Mr. Brown, unless perhaps it 
was that of Mr. Beaven. It wubu'c for luck 
of ability, but because of traits of charac- 
ter that rendered them perfectly unable to 
attach or to hold followers. 

Tho Premier continued that he waa woll 
assured that whoever waa chosen by this 
meeting to bo ita cundidato would havo very 
little difficulty in winning an easy victory. 
He Bpoke at length on the Nakusp and Slo- 
can Railway guarantee, saying that, in view 
of the facts no ono not intentionally unrea- 
sonable would accuse tho government of 
paying too doar for the road. But tho oppo- 
sition, without a shadow of proof and con- 
trary to all the evidence, had in a covert 
way sought by miserable inueudo to creato 
tho impression that the ministers of tho 
Crown had been guilty of dishonesty in 
the transaction. Tho government in- 
vited inquiry, but that wua not tho pur- 
pose of the opposition, for they knew 
that inquiry would show tho falaity of the 
insinuuiiona advanced. Finally, one oppo- 
sition member, more indiscreet than tho 
others, committed himself to a definite accu- 
sation, and the government were prompt to 
suiza the opportunity to movo for a royal 
commission to investigate the baBeless 
charges. This aotfon fell like a bolt in tho 
opposition camp, and un attempt wr.a made 
to distort tho scope of the commission bo as 
to destroy the Whole purport of the itquiry, 
But tho government wub not to be thrown 
oil with a red herrfog, on J a full Investiga- 
tion would be gone into beforo tho commis- 
sion that would settle for over the truth or 
falsehood of tho nccusations made by the 
opposition. The members of the covern 
meat courted rigid inquiry. (Loud cheers.)
